View Barbara Stevens’ Art 
At the New Deal Café

The last movement of many, 
many musical works is often 
called a “Retrospection” because 
it’s a repetition of the musical 
themes that have been heard 
before. 

Barbara Stevens’ latest art 
show at the New Deal Café could 
be called Retrospection because 
the show is a collection of works 
created over past years — a col- 
lection of many styles and per- 
spectives.

The first painting of the show,

On July 17 the Greenbelt City 
Council held its annual stake- 
holder meeting with the board 
of directors of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. (GHI). All councilmembers 
except Leta Mach were present. 
Six members of the GHI Board 
were present: Stefan Brodd, 
Chuck Hess, Diana McFadden, 
Ed James, Stephen Holland and 
Linda Seely. 

New Zoning Concerns 

Much of the meeting was giv- 
en over to updates on activities 
from GHI board members and 
General Manager Eldon Ralph, 
with several items requiring ac- 
tion or additional discussion. 
Arguably the item of greatest 
immediate concern to every- 
one was notification Ralph had 
received on July 10 from City

Manager Nicole Ard, who was 
also present, regarding proposed 
regulations for the Neighborhood 
Conservation Overlay (NCO) 
zone that were being developed 
with Greenbelt as part of Prince 
George’s County’s revision of its 
zoning ordinance and subdivision 
regulations. 

Both the provenance and the 
status of the 17 regulations were 
uncertain, but the assumption was 
that the City Planning Depart- 
ment had submitted them. GHI 
Vice President Stefan Brodd said 
GHI had not previously seen 
them and that if they were in- 
corporated in their present form, 
they could severely limit GHI’s 
authority over the potential modi- 
fication and maintenance of its 
structures. The content of a 


number of the regulations ap- 
peared almost to refer back to 
the restrictions that would have 
been imposed had GHI decided to 
seek county historic district status 
about 20 years ago. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
said she was going to attend a fo- 
cus group meeting on the zoning 
rewrite the next day and would 
make the matter known there. 
She said she knew comments 
were still being received but not 
for too much longer. Since this 
issue must be dealt with promptly, 
GHI’s task force on the rewrite 
agreed to meet as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 


erts, who is a GHI member, said

ERHS STEM Infusion Program 
Seeks to Drive Student Success

This summer, Eleanor Roo- 
sevelt High School (ERHS) of- 
fered a summer bridge program 
for incoming ninth graders. The 
program, STEM Infusion, is de- 
signed to help prepare students 
for careers in science, technology, 
engineering and mathematics. 
STEM Infusion is a partnership 
between ERHS and Davis Engi- 
neering and Consulting. Principal 
Reginald McNeill proposed the 
partnership after working with 
Davis Engineering on a similar 
program last summer. McNeill 
addressed his hopes for the pro- 
gram’s students, saying, “We want 
them to be exposed to those criti- 
cal thinking skills, those problem- 
solving skills, that collaboration.” 
He knows that these are the skills 
businesses are looking for in new 
employees, and wants to ensure 
the students have successful fu- 
tures. 

The STEM Infusion program 
is split into four components: 
English, math, engineering and 
college/career readiness. Students

were assigned to their compo- 
nents after a preliminary aptitude 
test. 

The engineering portion was 
headed by Milton Davis, found- 
er of Davis Engineering. Davis 
taught the students basic prin- 
ciples of engineering such as 
Newton’s Laws of Motion, the 
engineering design process and 
the foundations of electricity. Stu- 
dents also learned how to identify 
the parts of a computer, use 3D 
printers, and build and modify 
radio-controlled (RC) cars. 

As part of their work with 
the RC cars, the students were 
placed in teams and raced their 
cars 1n mock competitions. These 
competitions taught the students 
the value of teamwork and mirror 
the work performed by profes- 
sional drivers. One of the teams 
disclosed how a lack of com- 
munication cost them their first 


race. Fortunately, they were able 
to improve their communication 
skills to do better in subsequent 
races. The final competition will 
take place on the last day of the 
program, and the winning team 
will receive trophies. 

Students in the English por- 
tion were tutored in the skills 
needed to write argumentative 
essays. Relevant subjects included 
the rise of electric-powered cars 
and the use of alternative fuels. 
One student, Jordan Smith, vol- 
unteered her thesis: “Using corn 
as fuel is not better for the en- 
vironment because farmers may 
lose their crops, people may lose 
their food and it would be more 
expensive to use corn as an alter- 
native fuel.” These are problems 
that programs like STEM Infu- 
sion may help solve in coming 
years as the world continues to 
reduce the use of fossil fuels. 
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Open Letter 

The following letter was sub- 
mitted to the GHI Board of Di- 
rectors: 

Dear GHI Board: 

I have been thinking more 
about the pending Zoning Re- 
write Project which will “sim- 
plify” and apply new zoning 
categories and regulations for the 
entire county including GHI. Due 
to the project’s significant impact 
on how additions and other modi- 
fications are allowed for our GHI 
homes, I request that the Board 
of Directors consider holding a 
Special Membership Meeting to 
present and discuss this rezoning 
with GHI members. 

The rezoning of GHI could 
potentially set new general regu- 
lations for the long-range den- 
sity, number, size, yard coverage, 
green space and stormwater man- 
agement requirements of dwelling 
units. The rezoning could also 
set guidelines for the review by 
GHI of the specific design of 
additions, sheds, decks and other 
modifications. 

GHI members should not only 
be concerned about any particular 
changes to the existing rules for 
additions but should also make 
sure that the new zone meets our 
goals for the future of GHI. The 
rezoning of GHI could affect our 
cooperative in both positive and/ 
or negative ways. The new zone 
could potentially affect the con- 
servation or degradation of the 
unique character of our planned 
community. The rezoning could 
affect how GHI treats the envi- 
ronment as we modify our homes 
to accommodate new needs. The 
rezoning could ultimately affect 
the resale value of our homes. 

The Board should gather in- 
formation on the complexities 
of the proposed rezoning and 
its implications for GHI. The 
Board should present the zoning 
alternatives and their implica- 
tions to the members. The Board 
should explain how rules and 
regulations will be enforced by 
both the county and GHI. The 
planners should be consulted as 
to how the rezoning will affect 
our stewardship of the historic 
appearance of GHI, the preserva- 
tion of trees and the improvement 
of water quality. 

The Board’s presentation 
should also include information 
on the proposed rezoning of the 
other parts of Old Greenbelt. 
Members need to be informed 
on how the rezoning will affect 
Roosevelt Center, the garden 
apartments and our public spaces. 
Along with our cooperative, the 
rezoning of these key components 
are critical to our cherished com- 
munity life. 

It 1s for these reasons that I 
believe a special membership 
meeting is appropriate. GHI 
members should be informed 
about and given an opportunity 
to give feedback to the Board of 
Directors regarding this extremely 
important land use matter. This 
rezoning is complicated and could 
have a greater impact on our 
future than the ongoing Homes 
Improvement Project (HIP) which 
was the subject of several very 
successful special membership 
meetings. GHI members should 
play a role in informing the deci- 
sions to be made by our Board 
on this serious matter.

City Notes 


Horticulture/Parks crews con- 
tinued to repair and install new 
irrigation in Roosevelt Center and 
the Roosevelt Center underpass 
area, worked with the Facility 
Maintenance crew to repair the ir- 
rigation at Braden field, extended 
a retaining wall and removed 
dead/hazardous trees on Green- 
brook Drive that were infested 
with emerald ash borer beetles. 

Refuse/Recycling/Sustainability 
crews collected 28.44 tons of re- 
fuse and 12.42 tons of recyclable 
material. 

Arts staff are trouble-shooting 
problems with kiln operations 
with the help of a technician. 
Problems with insufficient power 
supply have caused repeated op- 
erational failures with two of the 
three kilns. In addition, room 
temperatures are exceeding the 
Operating range specified by the 
kiln manufacturer.

Staffers In Professionalism 


Counselors and interns in blue 
shirts lead a parade of young 
campers down the Communi- 
ty Center hallway to their next 
class. Finding the door closed, 
counselors start a game of Simon 
Says to keep the young ones en- 
tertained. Finally, the door opens 
and art class can begin. 

That transition between classes 
took only a few minutes, but get- 
ting the teenage counselors and 
interns ready for that work took 
a bit longer. 

The City of Greenbelt has cre- 
ated an effective training program 
for its summer camp staffers. 
The Recreation Department’s 
Greenbelt Summer Camps Staff 
Manual and the staff orientation 
workshops prepare paid staff 
and unpaid interns to move into 
the working world of Creative 
Kids Camp (CKC), Circus Camp, 
Camp Encore, Dance Camp, 
Camp Pine Tree and YoGo. 
(Kinder Camp staff have different 
training since their campers are 
very young.) The two-pronged 
approach of documentation and 
orientation produces a quality 
experience for both counselors 
and campers. 

Staff Manual 

Far from being the volumi- 
nous mass of forgettable print 
that many adults have learned 
to dread, the staff manual is 
pleasantly readable and relevant. 
The well-organized information 
is clear without being verbose. 
Everything from professionalism 
to behavior management is con- 
tained within 42 pages. 

Conveying information on pro- 
fessionalism can be challenging. 
But the manual, written by Chris 
Cherry, performing arts coordi- 
nator, delivers precise informa- 
tion about how to behave in the 
workplace. By comparing school 
to work, the document gives staff 
members a framework to and the 
transition from what is familiar to 
what is new. 

One of the more entertain- 
ing passages states, “At school, 
if you are absent from English 
class, your teacher doesn’t have 
to call around to find a substitute 
student to take your place. At 
work, however, your job must 
still be done by someone, so an 
unexpected absence seriously 
disrupts the workplace.” 

Tips on professionalism are 
useful even for veterans of the 
workforce. Cherry said that he 
“tried to put all of my experience 
from my varied jobs into the 10 
tips on professionalism to help 
people in all kinds of situations.” 

CKC camp counsellor Sophie 
Bernheisel has been both an in- 
tern and a paid employee. She’s 
been through the orientation sev- 
eral times, and still consults the 
manual before going to job or 
academic interviews. 

Since the counselors are work- 
ing with young students, they 
need to learn behavior manage- 
ment. The manual offers effec- 
tive techniques based on current 
pedagogical theories and a good 
deal of common sense. Camp 
staff are reminded that many 
misbehaviors result from a simple 
misunderstanding of expectations 
or directions and can often be 
prevented or corrected in a posi- 
tive way. Emphasis is placed on 
providing clear directions and 
smooth, predictable transitions.

Camp staff are also 
given information on 
appropriate uses of 
time out, contracting 
and rewarding tasks. 

Sections on con- 
flict resolution, staff 
conduct, safety, medi- 
cal issues, emergency 
plans and special 
needs complete the 
manual and give staff 
the information need- 
ed to ensure success 
and camper safety. 

Workshops 

The next stage is 
a training workshop 
that staffers are re- 
quired to attend. 

The training is 
broken up, so staff 
for camps that meet 
in the Youth Center 
train there, while the 
training for staffers that work in 
the Community Center is led by 
Cherry and his management team 
in that location. The workshop 1s 
well-organized and well-executed, 
encompassing fun and infor- 
mation. The requisite rows of 
tables and chairs leave plenty of 
room for movement. Good peda- 
gogy and common sense once 
again guide instruction. Though 
not relied upon, it is assumed 
that attendees have read the staff 
manual. All are expected to have 
previously taken the open book 
test that was delivered with the 
manual. 

Cherry opened the day with a 
positive message about the kind 
of environment that camp should 
be for campers. “Camp is crazy 
fun and you can really get into 
yourself,” he started. “What kind 
of environment do we want to 
create? How can we confirm to 
each camper that they belong 
here and in our community?” 

Returning staff members pres- 
ent a great deal of the informa- 
tion to their peers. Skits and 
movement activities punctuate the

short lecture periods. Although 
the contentious issue of the prop- 
er composition of a bag lunch 
(sandwich — cool or boring?) is 
still not settled, valuable informa- 
tion gleaned from these skits and 
games will likely stay with the 
staff for quite some time. 
Results 

It is hard to overstate how 
impressive the camp staffers and 
city employees are. Things run 
smoothly, as a group of full-time 
city workers and seasonal camp 
staff work together to make camp 
a positive experience for the 
children they serve. Walter Com- 
mins, a four-year veteran student 
staff worker, observed that even 
though seasonal staff are a bit 
of a self-selected group — many 
are former campers — the train- 
ing program is important to get 
everyone working toward the 
same goal. 

Bernheisel has similar feel- 
ings. “We’re cohesive because 
we’ve been through the same 
process. There are definite expec- 
tations for us.”

Moore then began her search and 
built up her own boxing founda- 
tion to gain support and sponsors. 
Her first bout ever came on Feb- 
ruary 5, 2011. 

Her typical regimen involves 
training twice a day, Monday 
through Friday, and Saturday 
mornings. Her morning train- 
ings focus on alternating interval 
sprints and long-distance runs 
while her evenings may focus on 
running, strength and condition- 
ing, bag work, mitt work, shadow 
boxing or sparring. 

“It all depends on when we 
fight again and what we need 
to work on to ensure continued 
growth,” said Moore. 

What thrills Moore so much 
about boxing is its irregularity 
and intensity of the sport. Each 
day is a challenge, and how to 
manage life in and outside of 
the ring is difficult because it 
requires so much concentration. 
Moore considers it “a way of 
life,” 

“You at times will have no 
Support and question everything 
about yourself and what you’re 
doing. Seeking greatness in any 
pursuit will test every fiber of 
your being,” said Moore. “It is 
the journey alone that you both 
love and hate, but it is the jour- 
ney that makes you a fighter.” 

Moore’s experiences led her 
to her most recent victory at the 
Golden Gloves Championships in 
Fort Lauderdale, Fla., on July 14. 
She defeated Aisling Holt of Il- 
linois in the finals by unanimous 
decision. 

The Golden Gloves Champion- 
ships are an old and prestigious 
tournament in the U.S. Past and 
current professionals such as Mu- 


hammad Ali, Floyd Mayweather 
and Oscar De La Hoya earned 
National Golden Gloves titles. 

“The ultimate goal is to win 
your region and advance to the 
national tournament where you 
compete for your weight class 
title,” said Moore. 

Moore’s original trainer could 
not make the tournament, but 
Tim Back, a stand-in coach 
during the competition, guided 
Moore to seal the victory. It was 
the first time Back worked with 
Moore and he said their energy 
and focus clicked right away. 

“She was very focused and 
determined and she listened. It’s 
rare to get your own boxers to 
listen, but she was doing some of 
the things I told her [and] that’s a 
unique quality,” said Back. 

Back said it was “pretty awe- 
some” to work with Moore, es- 
pecially for only one tournament. 
He sees potential for her to qual- 
ify for the 2020 Tokyo Olympics, 
and he looks forward to possibly 
coaching her again in the future. 

Moore does have Olympic 
aspirations. She competed at the 
2016 Women’s Olympic Trials 
at 132 pounds and advanced to 
the semifinals of the challeng- 
ers bracket. This past December, 
she competed for the USA Box- 
ing national title and is now 
ranked second nationally for the 
141-pound weight class. She 
hopes to qualify for the 2020 
Tokyo Olympics. 

Her next competition is the 
Ringside World Championships in 
Independence, Mo., from July 24 
to July 29. To learn more about

of angels appearing in the leaves 
of Stevens’ trees. 
A Version of Earth 

In a new work — done this 
year — Stevens explained that 
this is a version of the Earth with 
“unconsciously” painted faces on 
the sun and moon. Where are 
we? Is it daytime? Is it night- 
time? Who is awake? Who is 
sleeping? The three bodies of 
earth, moon and sun seem to be 
happy shining side by side. 

Barbara Simon is remembered 
in another painting, with her face 
appearing as a tribute, above 
the flowers. It echoes a portrait 
Simon did of herself where her 
hair is turning into waving grass 
done not long before her death 
last year. In Stevens’ work, the 
green grass is turning naturally 
into an image of light. I thought 
of the word “transfiguration” or 
the changes of life and how we 
all are transformed in some way, 
day by day. 

The large square colorful 
acrylic on canvas on the left of 
the water fountain in the front 
room is a family portrait from 
the farm in northern Maryland. I 
talked to her husband Ray over 
the phone, and according to him, 
an explanation of Stevens’ late 
1960s style was the emergence of 
Pop Art, plus help from Polaroid 
photos and collage, all important 
in her artistic journey. Speaking 
of this work, Ray said, “That’s 
me!” He said it, not wistfully, 
not proudly, but just Ray, talking 
about himself and his wife’s art, 
which he loves and understands. 
Barbara and Ray have had a very 
close relationship over the years 
— so close that when one speaks 


of Ray, they automatically think 
of Barbara, and vice versa. 

For the person who buys this 
painting, Stevens will make a tax 
deductible donation to the New 
Deal Café, to ensure the ongoing 
future of art exhibits there. 

One of Stevens’ large green 
paintings is on view in the back 
room. It expresses the shock that 
came to the Stevens’ as they 
drove into Greenbelt after living 
in the dry New Mexico desert. 

Stevens began to find ways to 
have transparencies like with wa- 
tercolor using acrylic paints, and 
she is generous enough to relate 
some very valuable information 
concerning her artistic method. 

“I do the paintings in three 
stages,” she revealed: 1) Work 
out a drawing. 2) Paint in the 
dark shadows with dense acryl- 
ic paint. 3) Put on a layer of 
transparent acrylic thin, like a 
wash, and quickly remove with 
a sponge. This is a way to use 
acrylic like watercolor as well as 
like printmaking. 

The large, green painting at 
the back of the room near the 
stage shows when Stevens was 
developing the idea of merging 
geometrical designs within the 
transparent light areas entwined 
with the shadowed areas. 

I have been so influenced by 
Stevens’ vision that now, when 
I look out the windows of my 
Greenbelt home I can see — not 
the sky and the trees and the 
other vegetation — No! I see a 
Barbara Stevens’ painting.

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that unlike the board, he believed 
most GHI residents would sup- 
port having very restrictive regu- 
lations since he thought GHI was 
too liberal, especially in permit- 
ting large additions. 
Rights-of-Way 

City staff and GHI have been 
working together for more than 
a decade to unravel issues of 
rights-of-way encroachment, 
many of which date back to the 
days when the housing that is 
now GHI and the city were pretty 
much the same thing. Many 
complicated issues have been 
resolved satisfactorily and GHI 
has now submitted plans to the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission and to 
the public utility companies for 
their comments on those cases. 
The remaining problems are sub- 
stantially less severe but still 
involve 173 yards. The city and 
GHI had been working without 
a memorandum of understanding 
(MOU) because the GHI Board 
never approved the MOU drafted 
by the city in 2015. Last year, 
GHI asked the city to draft a 
new MOU to cover the remain- 
ing work, but the city has not yet 
been able to do so. 

COCC 

Two Greenbelters — GHI 
member Aaron Marcavitch and 
Greenbelt East resident Nicole 
Williams — were appointed to the 
County’s Common Ownership 
Communities Commission, which 
is slowly getting organized. One 
of GHI’s concerns in not having 
been involved with the formation 
of this group was that consider- 
able problems could be created 
by its mandatory Alternative Dis- 
pute Resolution Process, given 
that GHI’s own process is quite 
lengthy. 

Davis said she had determined 
from Williams at a recent meet- 
ing of the Greenbelt East Advi- 
sory Coalition that it would be 
required that residents go through 
all the steps of their own commu- 
nity’s process before approaching 
the county, which provides some 
reassurance. 

GHI vs. WSSC 

GHI and the City of Greenbelt 
are still in a standoff with the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission (WSSC) over wheth- 
er WSSC has the right to unilat- 
erally revise an agreement signed 
by the three parties in 1958. At 
that time, WSSC assumed own- 


ership of pipes up to the meter 
boxes at the housing units. More 
recently it has proposed requiring 
GHI to take responsibility for the 
maintenance and replacement of 
water pipes effectively from the 
houses to the street. GHI staff 
estimated the cost of this change 
to be about $1.5 million in 2013 
dollars at the end of the 50-year 
estimated life of the pipes. The 
implications for GHI’s member 
fees would be substantial. 

Following a discussion of vari- 
ous alternatives, ranging from 
doing nothing at this time to con- 
sidering legal action, it was de- 
cided that the city would sched- 
ule another worksession with 
WSSC and GHI in the fall. At 
the last worksession, the two 
representatives had never heard 
of the existing agreement, but 
they were both relatively new to 
WSSC. 

No Smoking 

Green Ridge House, which is 
owned by the City of Greenbelt, 
was designated as a “smoke-free 
campus” as a result of its status 
as a HUD Section 8-202 apart- 
ment complex. Members of 
GHI had complained that Green 
Ridge House residents were sub- 
sequently causing a problem by 
relocating to city sidewalks ad- 
jacent to GHI property, as well 
as a nearby bus stop. Mayor 
Emmett Jordan said a temporary 
solution had been found in an 
area between Ridge Road and 
the building, which seemed to be 
working. Ard explained that the 
long-term solution will be an area 
behind the building for which the 
city will be seeking a contractor. 

HIP 

Ralph provided an update on 
GHI’s five-year Homes Improve- 
ment Program (HIP), which 1s 
now in the middle of its second 
year. The first phase was com- 
pleted on schedule at a total cost 
of $3.6 million. The second 
year is of similar scope but also 
includes necessary improvement 
work to the crawlspaces of 41 
rows of brick and cinder block 
buildings. 

Asbestos 

In February 2016 it was dis- 
covered that a contractor hired in 
1985 to remove asbestos insula- 
tion in the crawlspaces of the 
brick and cinder block homes had 
instead hidden much of it. In- 
spection of 135 rows of masonry 
homes revealed asbestos in 479 
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porch foundation alcoves. The 
contractor hired to undertake the 
removal of the asbestos complet- 
ed the work in May of this year. 
GHI is sure the asbestos is gone 
this time, but unfortunately so is 
the original contractor. 

Additional small amounts of 
asbestos were found this year 
on pipes underneath some of 
the frame houses. GHI is cur- 
rently obtaining bids to undertake 
this asbestos remediation project. 
Ralph commented that undertak- 
ing both the HIP program and 
the asbestos work at the same 
time had created a significant 
workload. 

Lighting on Ridge 

The city is considering light- 
ing improvements for the area 
between 11 Court and 13 Court 
Ridge Road. Residents are not 
all supportive, and the Public 
Works Department recently con- 
ducted a survey of residents to 
ascertain resident preferences. 
Councilmember Konrad Herling 
suggested the type of lighting 
could have an impact. 

Renting & Selling 

About five years ago, GHI 
had 23 units with rental permits. 
The number is currently down to 
10 units. Annual unit sales have 
been increasing since a low in 
2011-12.

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Greenbelt Kicks Off Program 
To Foster Grassroots Spirit

Greenbelt CARES and Green- 
belt Assistance in Living (GAIL) 
are two local organizations of- 
fering free social and personal 
enrichment programs that every 
Greenbelt resident should know 
about. Unfortunately, many in the 
community are either not aware 
of them or feel they are not in a 
position to access them. 

The Center for Dynamic Com- 
munity Governance (CDCG) has 
been bestowed with a grant by 
the City of Greenbelt to initiate 
their partnership with the Green- 
briar community in bringing a 
greater awareness of CARES and 
GAIL. This effort begins with a 
community gathering on Satur- 
day, August 12 at the Greenbriar 
Community Center Terrace Room 
from 10:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. 
CDCG members Aileen Kroll 
and John Buck as well as Judye 
Hering and Sharon John, repre- 
sentatives of CARES and GAIL, 
will be present. No registration 
is required and free childcare is 
available if requested one week 
prior to the event. 

The impetus for this proj- 
ect began at the 2016 Green 
Man Festival, when Greenbriar 
Phase Three Board President 
Angeline Butler approached the 
CDCG representatives at their 
table. Concerned about improv- 
ing the sense of community and 
participation in civic matters, 
Butler arranged for Dynamic 
Community Governance training 
for board members, where basic 
DCG principles were introduced. 
From these sessions, it became 
clear that all Greenbriar residents 
would greatly benefit from such 
training. They also revealed a 
need to expose other areas of 
Greenbelt to the kind of program- 
ming and services regularly of- 
fered in Historic Greenbelt, such 
as the many free services offered 
by CARES and GAIL. 

CARES was formed in 1974 
and offers a wide choice of fam- 
ily-based services. Counseling, 
both individual and family, as 
well as crisis management for 
crime-related situations, anger 
management and addiction treat- 
ment are available. There are dis- 
cussion groups devoted to the life 
lessons of problem-solving, cop- 
ing and decision-making skills. 
In addition, GED preparatory and 
general tutoring are offered. 

The GAIL program focuses 
on health and fitness, with a 
strong emphasis on seniors. They 
provide free monthly produce 
and a brown bag food program. 
They also offer free mental health 
screenings and assistance and a 
prescription drug discount pro- 


gram. Home care and transpor- 
tation assistance is available as 
well as support and counseling 
for caregivers. For those with dis- 
abilities, GAIL offers advice on 
acquiring benefits and programs. 

Kroll and Butler recognized 
that many Greenbriar residents 
were unaware of these programs. 
The partnership with CDCG 
seeks to remedy this. The com- 
munity gathering on August 12 
will be the first in a year-long 
series to determine the stumbling 
blocks to usage and to eliminate 
them. There may be linguistic 
and/or cultural challenges, as well 
as concrete ones like transporta- 
tion and childcare. 

They further hope that this 
partnership will have a concurrent 
effect on the health and morale 
of the Greenbriar community as a 
whole. Greenbriar comprises 729 
units and was constructed in three 
phases beginning in 1974. Each 
phase has its own five-member 
board. Its hub is its Community 
Center, with its availability of 
sports and swimming as well as 
rooms for meetings. Butler looks 
to foster a grassroots, democratic 
spirit where residents are more 
involved in decision making and 
are made aware of the develop- 
ments and problems that arise. 
She expressed the dilemma where 
only the elected representatives 
are discussing issues and imple- 
menting solutions without the 
voices and energy of the actual 
residents being brought to the 
table. 

Both Kroll and Butler empha- 
sized the sense among Greenbriar 
residents that they often do not 
feel connected with the rest of 
Greenbelt, most especially the 
central heart of Historic Green- 
belt. Kroll says that this feeling 
was a major reason for centering 
the CDCG grant on Greenbriar, 
where the need for community 
enhancement was clearly evident. 
The hope is that this partnership 
will bring a feeling of inclusive- 
ness within and without for this 
large and diverse community. 
Butler sees the future of Green- 
briar not in the status quo of rep- 
resentative board governance, but 
in residents joining together and 
taking an active and energetic 
role in their community’s welfare. 
By combining the consent-based 
and transparent decision making 
of CDCG, the enriching pro- 
grams of CARES and GAIL, and 
frequent community gatherings, 
Kroll and Butler hope a transfor- 
mation will take root that can go 
a long way to bringing a greater 
unity to Greenbelt in general.

Local Community Member 
Revisits Her Childhood Home 


Local community member Etta 
Mae “Bunny” Fitzgerald is now 
a nonagenarian, having recent- 
ly celebrated her 90th birthday 
on July 2 by taking a trip with 
some family members back to her 
childhood home which has been 
transformed into a popular beach 
motel in Maine called the Beach 
Cove Waterfront Inn. 

Fitzgerald, a 32-year resident 
of Greenbelt, spent her childhood 
growing up on a farm about 
a half mile from the town of 
Boothbay Harbor, Maine, a small 
rural area popular in the summer 
months for boating and other 
tourist activities. The town mostly 
uses boats and golf carts for 
transportation instead of auto- 
mobiles. 

Her daughter and granddaugh- 
ter took Fitzgerald on a trip to 
visit her hometown and to learn 
more about her childhood and 
family history. Although it was 
difficult to find old records, 
through genealogy and the help 
of two local historians they were 
able to learn more about the 
Fitzgerald family’s past in Booth- 
bay Harbor. 

“We went [to meet] a historian 
type person, not about me but for 
my family and grandmother and 
all,” said Fitzgerald. 

They met with two different 
historians, one from the Boothbay 
Region Historical Society and 
one from Squirrel Island. Some 
family information dated back 
to the 1600s and 1700s, mainly 
found from past land ownership 
documents. 

Fitzgerald lived with her 
grandparents, older brother and 
younger sister. Her grandparents’ 
large farm sold produce and fresh 
cut flowers in the summer. They 
would take a ferry to Squirrel 
Island to sell flowers. 

“My grandmother had a flo- 
ral business. She would grow

the seedlings 
in the spring 
and sell cut 
flowers in the 
Summer. Ev- 
erything was 
by boat,” said 
Fitzgerald. 
Her un- 
cle sold the 
farm after her 
grandmother 
died and the 
rest of the 
family moved 
out of the 
area. The new 
owners remod- 
eled the house 
and turned it 
into a motel 
sitting just 
above West 
Harbor Lake. 
The town 
is well pre- 
served, includ- 
ing the two- 
room elemen- 
tary school 
she attended, 
West Har- 
bor Elemen- 
tary School. 
Fitzgerald 
took a picture 
on the steps 
and said it 
looked exactly 
the same as 
when she at- 
tended school 
there because 
the Boothbay 
Region Lion’s 
Club pre- 
served the school over the years. 
“It was modern,” said Fitzger- 
ald. “There was heat and light 
and indoor plumbing. It was 
taken over by the Lions Club and 
preserved.”

Boothbay Harbor and traveling 
from Maine to Maryland, Fitzger- 
ald stated that she enjoyed the 
trip and revisiting her family and 
town history. She called her fam- 
ily “tough old New Englanders” 
because they made a fair living 
during the Depression when it 
was difficult to gather 10 cents 
for a loaf of bread and also be- 
cause her grandmother lived past 
90, like Fitzgerald herself.

I 
don’t imagine I’ll ever see any of 
this again,” said Fitzgerald.
